“The major portion of the other set was put by 
me in the equipment which | got together and 
sent out south 123 miles to Bolling Advance 
Base, where, as you recall, Admiral Byrd kept a 
lonely vigil for over three months. | know it 
helped him to pass the time and added to his 
fund of knowledge.”
